“I thought 
Mr. Wilson's course was an outrage 
and a disgrace in Mexico. He took 
the position there that American citl- 
zens had no right to be in that coun- 
try and were entitied to no protection 
if they stayed there. In this instance 
he has taken just the reverse of that 
policy. He is now exactly in Nine with 
the recommendations of Senator Root. 
I regard the address of Senator Root 
as the keynote of the RKepublican 
party. In this instance the President 
stands with the Republicans. For this 
I commend him. Instead of joining 
in any rebellion against him, I will 
stand by him to the limit. 

“The Republican party takes the po- 
sition that American citizens have the 
right to go where they choose on the 
high seas or elsewhere. We don't 
want wars, but we will fight before 
we will surrender one speck or one 
inch of that right. We hope no war 
will follow. We assume that the 
President hopes there will be no war; 
but if it takes war to establish the 
right of Americans to sail the high 
seas, why, let war come.” 

Without success some of the Demo- 
cratic leaders tried to argue the Ke- 
publicans out of that attitude.

TESTIFY TO EXPERIENCE WITH 
PROTECTIVE AGENCY.

Government Calls Witnesses to 
Attempt to Prove Bad Faith of 


Charged with Making Use of the 
Malls to Defraud. 


Rapid progress was made yesterday 
im the Federal District Court in the 
hearing of the charge of using the 
mails to defraud against M. M. Clark, 
general manager, and Mrs. Anna J. 
Smith, secretary-treasurer, of the 
Physicians’ Protective Association. 

It was evident from the trend of 
the cross-examination tnat an effort 
is being made to show that the bills 
given the association to collect were 
desperate ones, and that the owners 
had no hope of getting the mosey 
through the ordinary means, thus lay- 
Ing the foundation for justifying 
splitting the money fifty-fifty between 
the defendants and the physicians. 

Dr. A. R. Gomes of this city had 


a bill for $65, which he placed in the 
hands of the defendants for collection. 
Albert Alvarez of Santa Monica testi- 
fled that he had paid the bill, but Dr. 
Gomez said he had never received the 
money. The books of the Physicians’ 
Protective Assotiation show that 
payment was made on September 25. 
1913. There had been a series of cor- 
respondence in regard to the bill. 
Dr. Elliott P. Smart of Ontario had 
given the defendants bills to collect. 
He testified that a check for $5 had 
been sent to Mr. Clark, payable to Dr. 


was indorsed with the name of Dr. 
Smart, and he declared he had not 
indorsed the check. Later Dr. Smart 
was paid the money. Somebody, ac- 
cording to the testimony, had forged 
the name of Dr. Smart to the check. 

Dr. J. L. Jones of this city gave an 
amusing account of how he sat in the 
office of the Physicians’ Protective As- 
sociation in the Marsh-Strong Build- 
ing from 9 to 1 o'clock Waiting to 
see Mr. Clark. He saw Mrs. Smith 


a dummy, or a part of the association. 
He told her he intended to stay all 
day and night, if necessary, to see Mr. 
Clark. Later Mrs. Smith telephoned 
somebody, supposed to be Mr. Clark, 
that he might as well come in. as Dr. 
Jones had camped on his trafl. Mr. 
Clark did so, and paid him $12.04 on 
accounts collected. The 
had $400 of his accounts, he testi- 
fled. He had an arrangement with 
Mr. Clark to pay 20 and 


a Georgia bank Mr. Clark split it half 
in two, and paid him $24. He had 
received but one of the promised 
monthly reporta, and then only after 
he insisted. Dr. Jones became dis- 
satisfied with the management of the 
business, and quit, after demanding 
his notes and accounts returned. 

Dr. F. C. Clarke of Santa Monica 
had placed accounts calling for the 
Payment of about $1500 in the hands 
of the association, and received a 
check for $2.90. He had recetved but 
one of the promised monthiy reports.

And they will be able to vote in each 
other’s primaries, or in Democratic, Social- 
ist and Prohibition primaries as well—an 
outrageous unfairness. If the referendum 
prevail, however, every Progressive will be 
compelled to vote in the Progressive pri- 
maries, and every Republican in the Repub- 
lican primaries, or they cannot vote at all 
which is common decency and honesty in 
politics. 
This referendum is not aimed at the mass 
of Progressive voters and not necessarily 
at Progressives at all. Its sole purpose 
is to prevent the colonization of the camp 
followers of all parties by a machine to 
capture the primaries of some dominant 
party. The law now in force was passed 
nine years ago for the express purpose of 
keeping the old Southern Pacific machine 
from colonizing floaters to control the re- 
election of delegates alternately in Repub- 
lican and Democratic primaries. The new 
anti-party law removes this barrier and 
throws the primaries open again to the 
abuses which became so malodorous in Cali- 


ists and Prohibitionists are just as much 
interested as are Republicans, for the pur- 
pose of the referendum is to prevent the 
villainous debauching of the primaries of 
all parties. 


EA POWER—AMERICA’S 
TUNITY. 

If the Entente allies at the end of the 
war should be in a position to dictate peace 
terms, the result will have been attained al- 
most entirely through the sea power of Great 
Britain. This so-called sea power, however, 
when you come to analyze it, does not imply 
that England has better sailors, more ef- 
cient shipbuilders, more scientific marine en- 
gineers or has displayed finer naval strategy 
than any other sea-going nation. 

It means simply and solely that Great 
Britain has had the money to spend on a 
navy and a merchant marine and the Brit- 
ish statesmen have made it their undeviat- 
ing policy to see that British funds were so 
invested. First, through taxation, ou a com- 
prehensive naval programme, so that Great 
Britain built two warships to every one con- 
structed by her nearest competitor; and sec- 
ond, in subsidizing a merchant marine to 
such an extent that private capital could in- 
vest profitably in shipbuilding for freight 
and passenger traffic and in big ocean trans- 
portation enterprises. 

All this was excellent business. It ce- 
mented the British empire, expanded forei =n 
commerce and secured the dense population

of the British Isles from the fear of starva- 


tion. But this was hardly a theme for pa- 
triotic boasting, for exuberance of sentiment 
or for shouting defiantly to other nations 
that “Britannia ruled the waves.” 

For this sea power did not represent a 
superfiulty or Monopoly of courage, skill, in- 
genuity, craftsmanship or honorable or hu- 
mane principles. It showed business acu- 
men. England had so much money to spend 
on this object, vital to her national exist- 
ence, and spent it accordingly. A dry goods

Great Britain's navy when we talk about her 
ability to blockade the oceans. In reality it 
is not her navy, but her merchant marine, 
that has made her for the time being the 
mistress of the seas. Britain's patrol work 
is being done almost entirely by her one- 
time ocean liners. The transports for her 
troops and the supply ships on which the 
efficiency of the navy depends have been 
drawn from her extensive merchant marine. 
There is a peace supremacy at sea that 
the United States could win and ought to 
obtain if wise navigation laws and govern- 
ment encouragement were here the order of 
the day. But as Banker Vanderlip told the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, “Our 
mercantile marine has been scuttled by 
demazogues and labor unions.” To safe- 
guard our interests we may not require 3 
larger navy than Great Britain possesses, 
for these interests are different to the needs 
of the English people. We cannot be starved 
out by any combination of hostile nations. 
But in the interest of our vast manufac 
turing industries and our natural resources, 
for the expansion of our trade with foreign 
countries, we ought to have the largest mer- 
chant marine in the world and as a corollary, 
a navy powerful enough to protect our mer- 
chantmen on every ocean. We have the 
men, the money, the trade, the facilities, 
but—"Our merchant marine is scuttled by 
demagogues and labor unions.” How much 
longer shall England, Germany, France and 
Japan carry our goods across the seas in 
their own vessels because we allow foolish 
laws and demagogic intrigue to deny us the 
privileges of the sea? When the war is 
over, as the first maritime power, do we 
mean to come into our own? 


ERMANY’S UNTENABLE DEMAND. 

A vessel of war belonging to a bellig- 
erent may properly be allowed to enter neu- 
tral ports and to obtain there necessary 
repairs of a nautical character and suff 
cient supplies or provisions to enable her 
to reach her home port. (Whartons Dig. 
Int. Law, Sec. 394.) 

The recent tendency among nations is to 
limit these privileges. The practice is to 
forbid such a vessel to leave within twenty- 
four hours after the departure of a vessel of 
the other belligerent, and neutral 

now quite generally restrict to twenty-four 
hours the time of the stay of a belligerent 
vessel except in case of necessity. (Hall on 
Int. Law, 4th ed., Sec. 231; 2 Riviers’ Droit 
des Gens. 405; Bluntschli, Sec. 776.) 

The restriction of the right of stay in the 
neutral port to twenty-four hours was im- 
posed by Great Britain during our war with 
Spain and by the United States during the 
Franco-Prussian war. (Hall on Int. Law, 
4th ed., Sec. 231; Preclamation of the Pres- 
ident, Wharton's Dig. Int. Law, Sec. 402.) 
The supply to a belligerent ship of war, 
by a neutral power, of coal in quantity 
greater than that necessary to carry it to 
Its nearest home port is now generally ex- 
pressly prohibited, since this article may, 
under modern conditions, be considered a 
means of aggressive action. (Wharton's 


Dig. Int. Law, Sec. 402.) —

the beach here today and witnessed 
by thousands of tourists and towns- 


people. 
Swooping along the ground to make 
the best speed and scraping the tops 
of buildings that rose in his path, 
Daugherty finished a half a mile ahead 
of Harry Christofferson, who drove his 
big eighty-horse-power passenger-car- 
rying craft. The course was twenty 
miles long. The start was a five-mile 
clear straightaway from a point just 
east of the municipal pier to Seal 
Beach. Hotel Virginia was designated 
as the finish of the race. 

Given a 150-yard handicap, Chris- 
tofferson narrowly missed hitting a big 
automobile containing a moving pic- 
ture cameraman and his assistant 
that had arrived on the scene to reg- 
ister the event, as he rose from the 
beach on his twenty-mile flight. The 
Cameraman never blinked. but grimly 
continued to turn the crank as the big 
wings of the aircraft nearly knocked 
him from his seat in the machine. 
Daugherty, starting In the wake of 
Christofferson, narrowly averted a se- 
rious accident when he became en- 
tangled in the current of air follow- 
ing the machine of his opponent.
